The reputation of Canadian goods 
will soon sink tVifhe'level nf tlie counter- 
feit [irtieles unless the public lire Warn 
ed of the ileeeptinii. (.'aiiada must guard 
jealously the "Made in Canada" mark. 
Xo goods ofjnferlor quality, whether 
made in foreign countries or at home, 
shonld he allowed lo go forlli with that 
.('ni'-iilian national trade mark. The 
number of imitations show that the ex- 
cellence which it represents is becoming 
generally known. It must be the work 
of Ganadians'to keep up the standard at 
home and expose deception from abroad.

He was ,'iliin Ills Majesty's 
lieutenant for illnsrunininii. 
. He was proud of liU royal descent, and 
It Is Inleresting In reniU tli,ii when the 
late Queen Vlelnrhi visited Diihlln phe 
greeted hliii with ilio salutation, "How 
are yon, ennsin','" He also had the honor 
of cnrryin,'; the Irish standard nt Ihe 
King's eoionii t Inn. 

He was twice married, aiicl le.'ive-i llii-ie 
.sons, the elde.-l of whnm, Dennis I'liarjes 
.Joseph, now becomes the Don.

cri.\-. Hy iiKwinff Ihti .soil at llie edge

There is room for a 
large nprrlcultural populutlon, and 
those already located there are doing 
HO well that others are being attracted^ 
thither. The Flathead Valley has be- 
fore it a splendid future, fiill of brlglU 
nroaiis*.
